Summary  of  Action  taken  during  the  year  ending  Dec.  31st 
1897,  to  prevent  the  spread  of  Disease. 

Small  Pox.  No  cases. 

Scarlet  Fever.  Eighty  Seven  cases  were  reported,  a  de¬ 
crease  of  168  on  last  year.  No  deaths.  These  cases  were  no 
doubt  a  continuation  of  the  Epidemic  of  the  two  preceding  years 
and  I  hope  this  year  we  shall  see  the  last  of  it,  but  without  an 
Isolation  Hospital,  it  is  a  disease  impossible  to  stamp  out.  We 
used  all  the  means  at  our  disposal  to  check  its  spread,  sending 
notice  of  each  case  to  the  School  Board,  Free  Library  &c.  using 
disinfectants  freely  and  the  steam  disinfector,  when  we  could  per¬ 
suade  people  to  use  it. 

Typhus  Fever.  No  cases. 

Enteric  Fever.  Twenty  one  cases  reported.  Two  deaths. 
I  cannot  but  think  that  many  of  these  Cases  are  Diarrhoea  in  a 
more  or  less  severe  form  more  especially  those  reported  in  young 
children.  I  can  find  no  cause  why  we  should  have  so  many  cases 
of  this  disease  in  our  district,  seeing  that  the  water  is  I  believe 
absolutely  pure„  I  can  find  no  evidence  of  a  tainted  milk  supply- 
The  sewerage  has  had  every  attention  paid  to  it,  and  we  have  now 
only  about  65  open  middens  : 

Diarrhoea.  Two  deaths. 

Dyptheria.  Two  cases.  Both  died. 

Croup.  Two  cases.  Both  died. 

Measles.  No  deaths. 

Erysipelas.  Nine  cases.  One  death. 

Notification  of  Disease.  One  hundred  and  twenty  one 
were  reported,  a  decrease  of  164  on  last  year’s  Scarlet  Fever  87, 
Enteric  Fever  21,  Erysipelas  9,  Dyptheria  2,  Croup  2, 

Whooping  Cough.  Five  deaths. 

Water.  Good  in  quantity  and  quality. 

Bad  Meat.  Not  any. 
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Offensive  Trades  or  Smells.  Tripe  boiling  is  the 
only  offensive  trade  we  have  and  1  have  received  no  complaints. 

Sewerage.  Very  satisfactory.  Thirteen  yard  drains  were 
cleared  or  repaired.  Twenty  nine  trapped  gullies  substituted  foi 
defective  ones.  Thirty  one  yards  paved  or  relaid.  Twenty  five 
W.O’s  cleared  or  repaired.  Four  removals  of  mamue.  One  hun¬ 
dred  and  twenty  slopstone  waste  pipes  lengthened  or  repaired. 

Scavenging.  Continues  to  give  satisfaction,  18947  middens 
&c.  were  emptied  during  the  year  showing  the  large  increase  of 
7  847.  Middens  converted  into  W.C’s.  or  dry  ashpits  101,  leaving 
about  65  yet  to  be  done. 

Reports  have  been  made  to  each  Council  Meeting  during 
the  vear,  showing  the  werk  done,  Birth  and  Death  rate  and  other 
matters  connected  with  the  Sanitary  state  of  the  Distuci.  A. 
house  to  house  visitation  has  been  made  to  each  of  the  1786 
houses  now  in  the  district,  an  increase  of  10  and  a  special  visit 
has  been  paid  where  any  nuisance  has  been  reported  Five  com¬ 
mon  lodging-houses  and  12  Slaughter-houses  were  also  inspected. 

Zymotic  Disease.  Caused  14  deaths  an  increase  of  five 
on  last  year. 

Deaths.  Number  141  a  decrease  of  20  on  last  year  or  14-12 
per  1000.  Of  these  45  were  under  one  year.  14  under  5  years 
11  under  15,  7  under  25,  36  under  65,  and  28  above  65.  Of  these 
28,  15  were  over  70  and  5  over  80  years  of  age. 

Births.  356  or  35-93  per  1000  an  increase  of  49  on  last 

year. 

Inspector  of  Nuisances.  This  department  continues  to  give 
satisfaction.
